EDUCATIONAL REPORT—SEPTEMBER 
MEETING, 1949. 

There are 262 students in this school: 18 of 
the 69, 1949 graduates, 83 seniors, 69 intermedi¬ 
ates, 29 juniors and 70 preliminary students: Six 
affiliating students, 5 on obstetrics and one from 
the Ontario Hospital, Whitby. 

Classes began for the year on September 12.

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ST. MICHAEL’S HOSPITAL WAS HAVEN 
FOR INJURED VICTIMS OF BURNING 
LAKE STEAMSHIP 

Instant Response of Staff to Night Call—Priests 
on Day-Long Duty at Morgue—Cardinal Speaks 
at Requiem Mass 

(Canadian Register) 

St. Michael’s Hospital, Toronto, added an in¬ 
spiring page to its history when at 2.45 a.m. on 
Saturday, Sept. 17, the stillness of the night 
hours was broken by the warning of the terrible 
disaster that had occurred to the lake steamer 
“Noronic” which while lying in Toronto harbor 
with between 600 and 700 souls on board had be¬ 
come a blazing furnace within a few minutes of 
the fire alarm being given, 

St. Michael’s was the nearest hospital to the 
scene of the disaster and as soon as it received 
the telephone message to prepare for the recep¬ 
tion of injured all available doctors and nurses 
and other needed workers were summoned. Doc¬ 
tors came at once from all parts of the city in¬ 
cluding some who are not on the staff of the hos¬ 
pital. The Sisters in charge of the various de¬ 
partments of the hospital rose immediately from 
their beds. The Sister Superior was seen in the 
storage room hauling out beds which were set 
up in the corridors and she was later in the 
kitchen making coffee for the injured. Nurses 
left private patients to help in the emergency 
and it was noted that none of the patients after¬ 
wards complained of neglect. 

Dr. Paul McGoey was on his turn of duty in 
the emergency ward when the warning came 
quickly followed by the injured who were 
brought in ambulances and taxis. Dr. McGoey was 
not without experience of this kind of emergency 
for he was called to attendance at the Coconut 
Grove fire at Boston some five years ago which 
caused over 200 deaths. Dr. McGoey was soon 
joined by Dr. Keith Welsh, the Chief Surgeon, 
who though he had been operating all day on Fri¬ 
day and carried out the regular operations on 
Saturday came at once for this night duty. Dr. 
Ed. Brooks, Chief of the Medical staff, also 
came and Dr. George Culnan, Chief Resident 
Surgeon, was on hand. Every interne on the staff 
worked during the night. Among those receiving 
honorable mention is Mr. Burgoyne, foreman of 
the employees. Special supplies, such as bandages 
for burns, had to be sent for outside the hospital. 


Swift Treatment 

The patients as they were brought in were 
taken to a doctor who diagnosed the condition 
and indicated the treatment required. Nurses 
would then take the patient for bandaging or 
operation or whatever was needed. The different 
medicines were made available as ordered. Al¬ 
together betwen 70 and 80 patients were brought 
in; most of them were able to sit and it was noted 
that they were more than willing to wait their 
turn for attention and sometimes they would ask 
a doctor or nurse to attend first to another 
patient whose injuries seemed to be worse than 
theirs. All except 25 of the patients were able to 
leave the hospital immediately after treatment. 

The patients seemed less concerned about 
their injuries than about the fate of their 
friends and relatives on the doomed ship. No 
deaths took place in the hospital though two 
dead bodies apparently cases of drowning, were 
brought in. One of the works of mercy that Sisters, 
nurses and 1 priests took on themselves was to com¬ 
municate with relatives by long-distance tele¬ 
phone and other means to assure them of the 
safety of relatives.

y Father Wigglesworth, Chaplain of St. Mich¬ 
ael’s Hospital, rushed by ambulance to the water- 
front to see if any victims could be given spiritual 
aid. It was impossible for him to get on the ship 
and though doused with water he attended to 
the injured who were being sent in ambulances 
and taxis to hospitals. Father tVigglesworth says 
that judging by those who came to St. Michael’s 
Hospital, about one-sixth of those on the Noronie 
were Catholics.

Dear Sister:— 

Happy Easter! At present I am located at 
Tachihowa, Japan, about fifty minutes from 
Tokyo. We are a small outpost with a bed 
capacity of fifty. We have three doctors, a chap¬ 
lain, seven nurses, fifty enlisted men and plenty 
of Japanese nurses, and maids. I have the Nursery 
with a Japanese nurse. 

There is a Japanese Orphanage located near 
here and I visit there often. At present I am try¬ 
ing to round up enough instruments to start up 
an orphans’ band. The kids are good and eager 
to learn anything. The Sisters in charge are 
called Silesian and there are Canadian, American, 
and Dutch sisters among them. They have quite 
a job to feed and clothe them.

ST. MICHAEL’S EMERGENCY DURING THE 
NORONIC FIRE 

Emergency was quiet and almost deserted 
prior to the appearance, at 2.55 a.m., September 
17th, of two men, two women and) thirteen year 
old Janet Williams, who announced the only 
warning given to the Hospital of the approaching 
influx. “Don’t spend any time with us—get ready 
quickly for the many who are coming after us”. 
Almost immediately sirens proclaimed the arrival 
of eighty-four men and women in night attire, 
partly clothed, wet, burned and shocked. 

All who heard the alarm and who could pos¬ 
sibly leave their floors came voluntarily to 
Emergency and the spirit of cooperation and de¬ 
sire to help was evident everywhere. Those who 
were cold and wet, with no burns, were suffering 
mostly from shock. These were promptly clothed 
in dry gowns and blankets and hot coffee pre¬ 
pared for them. The patients who were burned 
and wet were most pitiful and it was difficult to 
know who were in greatest need of attention. Dr. 
Welsh, Dr. McGoey, Dr. G. Cuilnan along with Dr. 
Brooks and the medical staff made quick de¬ 
cisions. There were plenty of internes and nurses 
and in short order plasma had been started on the 
most seriously injured and they were on their 
way to the operating room for dressings. All the 
theatres had been opened and each patient re¬ 
ceived morphine, penicillin and antitetanus serum 
before being rushed up. Then the minor dressings 
were attended to in Emergency, stimulants and 
hot coffee were given and those who were able 
were taken to the Royal York and King Edward 
Hotels, free of charge by the Diamond Taxi, clad 
in hospital gowns, ward trousers and blankets. 

The people were wonderful patients. We 
marvelled at the fact that each one waited his 
turn for attention quietly, not expecting more 
than anyone else. Sister Superior and a small 
crew brought down extra mattresses and equipped 
the Assembly Ha'll and corridors to receive those 
who came from the Operating Room. With the 
wonderful staff of Sisters, Doctors, Internes and 
Nurses, all treatments were completed by 7 a.m. 
and the Operating Rooms were ready and open 
on schedule for another day’s work.
